The’ prime 
Mipifter -had acted peculiarly inconfiderately. He had not re- 
garded the only fource from which the itability and dignity’ of 
his/office Could properly be derived. “He had fought for favour 
and power, and protection when in power, from the Crown, 
wheo-he ought to have applied to Parliament, from whence all 
that is great and defirable in a minifterial appointment mult ne- 
ceflarily: flow. It was true, he had fonght for, andhe had ob- 
tained the favour. of one part of Parliament ; but that was not 
the quarter from which « prudent Minifter-woutd have tried to 
derive his confequence. He ought to have looked tor’ hqnoar 
from the. Houle of Commons ; knowing that it is from that 
Houfe that every thing that’ is great and honourable in the 
Crown, .or valuable or dear to the people proceeds ;' aad that it 
wag in the apprubation ‘of that Houfe, aod not in the Crown, 
nor any other Houfe, that his exiftence asa Mitifter depend - 
ed.i Mr Fox feared that the ‘Right Hon. Getitleman' had ta- 
kena ftep, of which he:would have good reaton't6 repent.
